According to normal procedure, an authorized officer of tho MGB takes charge of the 
uranium transports from tho moment trans loading commences at Bresto His duties con- 
sist of accepting the transport, organizing the transloading, and despatching the 
uranium to the USSR* The transloading and despatch is given the highest priority 
and the maintenance of records of the uranium transports is in tho hands of the MGB. 


The uranium ore look 3 like dark -brown crushed store of various sizes and shapes and 
is sent to the USSR in loose form and in packed containers. In the loose form it 
is literally poured into the wagons and, in tho packed form, it is packed in me bal 
containers with ap roximabcly the following dimensions;
